Col. Cohn was born in Oermany, but 
came to America when he was fifteen 
years old, and began to learn the printing 
trade. Two years later he volunteered as 
a drummer boy and fought for the pre- 
servatiou of the riiioii of the land of bis 
adoption. He re-enlisted twice and 
aervisd throughout the war. At ita dose 
he re-engaged in newspaper work as a 
printer and in 1866 removed to Louisville, 
wherelie 

Anzeiger. In the same year he married 
a Cincinnati lady. Prom the time of his 
first connection with the Anzeiger Mr. 
Colin, by strict attention to business 
arose greatly until he was one of its 
principal owners and officers. 

He was made a Colonel on the staff of 
Governor John Brown, and although a 
staunch Democrat waa reappointed a 
Colonel on the staff of Oovamor William 
O. Bradley. Col. Cohn waa an aetiva 
member of the Orand Army of the 
Republic and I<oyal Legion. He did 
much to secure the twenty-ninth annual 
encampment for Ix)uisville in 1895. lie 
was an active mend>er of the Klks. 

Though not a Catholic, Col. Cohn was 
a friend of Catholics, and when tbe School 
Board was dominated by people who held 
an antipathy toward Catbolica a few 
years ago Col. Cohn went to the front 
and led the fight to have Catholic girls 
relnststed aa teachers in the public 
schools.

bands. By doing so we show the world 
that we are still mindful of what has 
been done for us in the jiast; that we 
venerate the grcatiitss nf fmr heroic 
d£ad ; that our hearts always respond to 
noble sentiments uttered iu their behalf, 
and that serve to perpetuate the grandeur 
of their memories. 

Some will tell yon perhaps that this is 
the same old story retold and the asms 
old song resung that have been retold 
and resung since the days of St. Patrick 
himself. In reply to this kind of criti- 
cism I need merely state that, to my 
mind, iiiitliing more clearly proves the 
sterling character of Irish patriotism 
than the fact that, through all the pass- 
ing years of the receding centuries, their 
love for the great saints and heroea of 
their race does not grow cold, nor do 
they ever grow weary of listening to 
tdea of other timea retold abont the 
monmfnl history of Irdand. For my 
own part, my friends, I hope I shall 
never live to see the day when an Irish 
audience shall decline to hear the life 
and actions ol S*. Patrick recounted on 
the ground that it is the same old tale 
retold and the same old song resung. 
Should that day ever come, then we 
shall know that Irish patriotism is dead, 
that Irish chivalry ia gone, end that Irish 
hearU have loet tbdr love for all that is 
beautiful and grand and tme. But I 
feel certain that a day of this character 
and kind ahall never overtake the great 
body of the IriiJh people. 

And here let me state, my friends, that 
no people in the world have better cause 
to be proud of their patron saint than 
we have to be proud of our glorious old 
St. Patrick of Ireland. Hia name and 
fame have crosssd the' shores of every 
ocean, have penetrated tha wQdemcaa of 
every land and have liaoome c»«ztaiidve 
with tha boundaries of bnmanity every- 
where. Tbe splendor of bis berdc deeds 
has made him a star of the first magni. 
tnde in the shining dome of heaven, and 
from thence he sheds luster upon the 
human race at large, upon thai magnifi- 
cent church of God of which he waa such 
a devoted son, and especially upon the 
Irish people themselves, ' who forever 
rejdce in the glory of bis memory. And, 
my friends, we have good canaa to know 
and remember that St Patrick is worthy 
uf all the devotion, honor and renown 
we can t)estow upon him, for in his day 
and generation he wrought wonders in 
l>ehalf of the Irish jieople. 

Some believe that be was born in Scot- 
land in the fourth century. At the age 
of aixteen yean he was carried a captive 
to Ireland by a band of maraudera, but 
after six months he escaped and returned 
to Scotland. Carried off a second time and 
again eacaping ha rasdved to tiecome a 
missionary to the Irlab people, and to this 
end he was ordained, and after a long 
preparation he was consecrated Bishop. 
He l>egan active labor in Ireland iti about 
the year 4;J2, and preached the go.sjxfl 
with such extraordinary succeas that lie- 
fore he died he had converted the entire 
population of Ireland to the fdth. He 
bad found the Irish people worshiping 
the son of lieavan; ha left them wor- 
shiping the true and only begotten Son 
of tbe Father whose death upon Calvary 
shook the world and wrought the re- 
demption of mankind. He found Ireland 
disfigured with temples erected to the 
worship of false go<ls" he left it covere<l 
with monasteries and temples conse- 
crated to tbe service of the one true liv- 
ing God, whos^ glory em^iasseth all 
nuderstandiMt and whoaa yean shall 
never fall. B» bnnd tbe Iriah people 
groping in th« daih, trying in vdn to 
sdve the riddles of Ufe, its puzzling 
destiny and iU find end, bat St Patrick, 
by the aid of shamrock, signs and syni- 
t)ol, 8olve<I them to the delight of the 
Irish people, and he then spread )>eforc 
them the vision- of eternity stretching 
away aa it doea into the inconceiv- 
able grandenn, power and glory of 
heaven, and he thus sealed them in the 
fdth forever. Thereafter in succeeding 
centurieo Ireland increased in holiness, 
in sanctity and in learning nntU she be- 
came famona the wortd over aa the land 
of sainta and scholars. 

But lalsr on clouds overcast her ddea, 
the darkneas of a long night of desolation 
settled heafily upon her, while storm 
succeede<l stoiui, till at last the thunders 
seemed to explo<le above her and struck 
terror into the hearts of her devoted chil- 
dren. Nevertheless they never abandoned 
I'lic fsi'h; they never turned traitors to 
their country and their God or went 
over to the enemy. They never doffed 
tha robaa of the saints of dd to don the 



livery of hell in which to serve the devil. 
On tbe contrary, when shot and shell, 
sabre and bayonet, combined with pesti- 
lenee and famine, threatened to destroy 
them, they dnng still doser than aver to 
the holy fdth given them by St Patrick, 
and in that fdth they died Hke aiartyn 
of old, likcaddienattiMlr poitasdttlw 
sentinels on duty, thereby furnishing 
magnificent testimony of its power to 
sustain them in their dire hour of need. 
It is a matter of history and a fact estab- 
lished beyond all doubt that no people in 
tbe world ever shed more glory on the 
church by their tme devotion to it than 
did the Irish people in those awfd days 
of evil and aflUcdon ^iiat bddl them.

Ood grant that this day of Ire- 
land's red emandpatlon may soon ar 
rive, and if it doea, tiicn with the pomp 
and roar of cannon, of flying flags, of 
streaming bannera and of martial mnsic, 
we didl hold another day of celebration 
in honor of St Patrick and old Irdand.

The peopte, ndvlaed by their 
leaders, accept the promised relief 
and await its fulfillment; the rela- 
tions between officials and people 
already an devoid of bitterness and 
suspicion, and cordiality is grow- 
ing. The only anxious, uncertain 
element an the rent agents, 
broken, constabnlary and petty 
officials— hangers on of the land- 
ord system, whose insolent mean- 
neaa rendered them odfaMis— who 
will be out of a job and are wonder- 
ing what they will do. Detested 
by the people, without avocations 
or friends, they will donbtleas now 
become exiles— but this time it will 
be for Ireland's good. Of the gen- 
eral situation the Dublin Inde- 
pendent says: 

Tfae change that has come over the po- 
litical aud social horizon is most remark- 
able on<l gratifying. Kvcry one is looking 
forward to the ending of a bitter strife 
and to the opportunity of doing some- 
thing for the industrial prosperity of the 
country. The storm and atrcaa of a few 
moatlis ago lias givea place to a perfect 
calm. Baglaad and Irdaod an apparw 
reatly oa the bast ot tcrma. 

The removablaa are reatlag, like diaea- 
^H^ed actors; the poUce repoftars' peadls 
n iniiiii uiiparetl; the baoda and banners 
have not had an outing for several 8nn- 
days; the voice of the organizer Is 
unheard in llie laud.

If the tlovernment did not mean 
to tiehave handsomely in regard to the 
land question they would hardly encour- 
age — as they are unmistakably doing — 
the sanguine feeling which |trevails on 
both sides of the channel.

The "famd for the people" seems 

as near attainment in Ireland as is 
possible under the British land 
system. The people wttl hold the 
land directly from the Govern- 
ment, the intermediary landlord 
being brought oi]^ by^OrGovern- 
ment and people. ^If will not be 
fee simple individtial ownership, as 
in the United States. That sys- 
tem of land tenure does not exist 
in any other country, but to all 
practical purposes and tienefits, it 
will amount to about the .same 
thing in Ireland. The people be- 
coma thdr own landlorda, to put it 
plainly, free to tise and improve 
the land as they will; dictation, 
restraint, oppression, exorbitant 
renta will be abolished; the tithes 
paid by landlords are all the people 
will have to pay in future. Be- 
sides such a "holding," like a lease, 
is of valite, and all impiovemanta 
increase the value, which will be- 
long to the holder, instead of to the 
renting landlord. The saving, 
freedom and right to results of 
lat)or, tlie immense aggregate that 
burdened the people to support 
titled hmdlords and their agents, 
will belong to the people who pro- 
duce it. ' 

The "Anglo-American alliance," 
the campaign lie. that was worn 
threadbare in the last Presidenthil 
election, seems to have been be- 
lieved in Kngland. The signing 
of the protocol referring the 
Alaikan boundary dispute to arti- 
t ration has just been heard of by 
the enterprising Ivnglish press. 
They are surprised and disgusted. 
There ia no allianoe; in the proto- 
col England concede.^ that Skag- 
way and Dyea and all ports on 
tidewater belong to the United 
States, and the onlv Alaakan 
boundary to be settled is the in- 
land eastern line, as the United 
States has always insisted, aud 
Great Britidn has always denied. 
With the entire AUnkan coast, 
ports of entry and mouth of the 
Yukon river ceded to the United 
States, the BngUah press sdc what 
is left to arbitrate in the Alaskan 
boundary question. Not much, 
but your Uncle Sam is satisfied to 
submit what Is left to any board of 
arbitration and abide the decision. 
Fact is, if John Bull had persisted 
in demanding it he might have 
been given what ia left without 
arUtretion. « 



Financial writers refer to L,onHon 
as the "one-time financial center." 
New York and Paris are now the 
monetary barometers. Americans 
and French have the cash and 
dkute the retca which the world's 
borrowers must pay. "Money 
talks" more now than ever, and 
the longeat purse imnally wins. 
Bngland, the moneybags and 
money lender, was a power to i)e 
courted and fearid; Kngland, 
moneyleaa and a borrower, is 
ignored and friendless.

life. The unfortunate man, who was 
aged twenty-three, was subject to epilep- 
tic fits, snd while under the influence of 
one of those fits fell into the fire. His 
father, who was the only other occupant 
of the house, was) absent at the time. 
When the father returned he found de- 
cease<l lyini;, face downward, in the fire, 
(juite dead, his face being liorriMy 
charred. The sad occurrence baa caaaed 
madi regret In fhe locality.

Thegde 
was the worst since the "night of the Dig 
wind," which was Janiury B, 1839.
